ANY FURTHER INFORMATION: 


William Beckwith Reeve, son of Jonah Reeve and Eliza~ 
beth Houston, who lived in Bocking, Essex, Englend, 
apparently was the only one of a large family, who 
came to Canada. He married Sophia Gates of 
Greater St. Helen's. London, England, and with three 
emall children came to Canada in 1621, and settled 
In Toronto, We Con. 1 lot 8, which was heavily wooded, 
and which he had to clear before he could begin farm- 
ing. It is said the centre Road was so bad when he 
came to live on this lot, that he had to jump from 
log to log over the swamp. 

The following is an article of the early Reeves in 
England, which may be of interest: 


"The followi curious statement written on a half 
pheet of foolscap, and sealed in a wine flagon, 
was discovered recently, embedded in the masonry 
of some-old buildings, in the course of demo~ 
lition at sock: , Buwex, Eng." 

"This stack of chimneys was erected by Mr. Jonah 
Reeve, ye owner of ye premises. It was begun 
the llth Aug. A.D. 1783. The work was vp to this 
bottle 15th of Aug-Samel Vial was ye master car=- 
penter. fhomas Thorne ye master bridk layer. 

The whole yt was at this time taken down and re~- 
erected consisted of 24 ft. in length, 16 ft. in 
breadth, in front of this chimney. let him yt 
alter it amend it; let him yt reaps xu ye bene- 
fit of it be thankful, and let yt pulis this down 
d@o as much good for ye good of his successors 4s 
has been done for him.
